Major William Dotmie is dead, and 


no old pioneer of forty-nine ever passed 
away tinder more pathetic circumstances. 
He was on his way to rejoin his old asso- 
ciates of pioneer days at the forty-nine 
mining camp in the Midwinter exposi 
tion when ha suddenly expired. 


He had come all the way from Vic- 


toria. B. C., to occupy the-same old cab- 
in in the mining camp that had been hie 
abode when he'dug fot gold in the days 
of the gold rush, and just as the steamer 
arrived in port and a representatire of 
the mining camp was tolling him of the 
grand old times that awaited him when 
tho fair opened his heart swelled with 
joy and burst, and he fell over dead. 


All this happened on the deck of the 


steamer City of Pnebla, and as soon ae 
it could be done his body was removec 
to the home of his son, W. J. Downie, 
1322 Telegraph avenue, Oakland. 


Major Downie was one of the best 


known pioneers of the state. He was 
the founder of Downieville, the one time 
thriving mining camp, and of which he 
was the patriarch. 


His cabin at Downieville has long been 
a relic that was cherished by the inhab- 
itants of tint section of the state because 
of its old associations, and the promoters 
of the mining; camp enterprise at the 
Midwinter e-.position had it removed to 
the fair grounds as an attraction for fair 
visitors. As an additional attraction ar- 
rangemcrds were made through Major 
Dowme's son for him to come to San 
Francisco and occupy the cabin while 
the fair lasted.—San Francisco Exam- 
iner.

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SENATOR ALLEN'S FBEK COINAGE 


It ILL. 


Senator W. V. Allen, of Nebraska, a 


etraight-oat Populist, and the man who 
talked for fourteen consecutive boors 
in the Senate in the vain endeavor to 
prevent the repeal of the Sherman act, 
bas introduced a bill which provides 
for the repeal of all laws relating to 
coinage or nse of silver passed since 
January 1, 1873, and to re-enact all 
laws relating to silver in force at that 
date. 


The San Francisco Chronicle, which 


gives a half-hearted support to free 
coinage measures, provided such meas- 
ures do not conflict with Republican 
success, confounds Allen, the free 
coinage Senator from Nebraska, with 
Alleu, the late goldbug Senator from 
Washington, whose term expired on 
March 3,1893, and whose successor has 
not yet been elected, and indorses bis 
bill, evidently because it labors under 
the delusion that it was introduced by 
a Republican, whose term expired a 
year ago, and says of the measure: 


"If this bill CetV manage to escape 


from beneath the 
shadow of Wall 
Street, and run the gauntlet of the 
bond-loving proclivities of Cleveland 
and Carlisle, it will become n law. No 
one who has even the most cursory ac- 
quaintance with American financial 
history can fail to know that between 
the close of the civil war and the time 
of the demonetization of silver in 1878 
the finances of the United States were 
in a most flourishing and prosperous 
condition. Money was abundant for 
the needs of the people, the debt was 
beginning to be reduced, and gold and 
silver circulated side by side, to be 
joined later by the paper money of the 
Government on equal terms 


"What the United States could do 
then it could do now to better advant- 
age. 
Why should we borrow money on 
interest-bearing bonds, whether it be 
$50,000,000 or $200,000,000, when the 
rehabilitation of silver and a new issue 
of greenbacks, not bearing any interest, 
would give the country all the money 
it needs ? The issue of greenbacks 
should be limited, no doubt, but were 
$50,000,000 in paper money to be issued, 
it would pans into circulation at par 
without the least delay or trouble 
"Probably Senator Allen's bill will 


come to nothing this session, RB the 
Democrats, under the inspiration of 
Wall Street, have set their hearts on 
the issue of bonds, though the country 
is at profound peace and the bond 
issue is indefensible." 


The Chronicle will, of course, discover 


its mistake, as some of its uontempo- 
paries will doubtless point it out, and, 
if sincere in its advocacy of the Allen 
bill, will belabor the Republicans, as 
well as the Democrats, in the Senate 
and House, who are opposed to it. The 
Chronicle will discover, in the very 
doubtful event of the bill 'oeitig report- 
ed to the SeuUte, that 21 JUepubhcans 
and 19 Dernoortita, with the possible 
exception of Hill of Nc v- York, will 
vote against it and that a similar bill 
in the House would receive only 13 JSe- 
p iblican and 100 Democratic voUb. 
The » 
'ies have not changed their atti- 


t'l'1 o i the silver question since the 
special session of Congress closed last 
November, and they stood as above at 
that time. 


Unfortunately for the silver cause 


there are too many Republicans and 
Democrats who pretend to favor free 
coinage, while voting and talking to 
keep parties in power that are opposed 
to it. Like the Chronicle, they are simply 
silver-plated, and when tried in the 
balance are found wanting With them 
party success is the first, last and 
greatost consideration, while the genu- 
ine silver man advoetites free coinage 
and prosperity regardless of the effect 
on party. 


THERE is no truth in the report cabled 


from Europe that the French Minister 
of War had determined to exclude all 
foreign canned goods from army sup- 
plies. It has been ascertained at the 
War office in Paris that no such action 
is contemplated. 
American canned 


goods are principally used in the 
French army, so it makes a material 
difference to the United States whether 
they are excluded or not. 


THE city administration of Quthrie, 


in Oklahoma Territory, is sj corrupt 
and inefficient that a Citizens' Com- 
mittee has been organized to rescue 
the city from the politicians. Taking 
into consideration the fact that Quth- 
rie is less than three years old, it shows 
that the politicians lost no time in 
getting things to run their way. 


THE President has signed the Federal 


Elections Repeal bill, and it is now a 
law of the land. It will throw a few 
Federal officials, who held the office of 
Supervisors of Elections for years at fat 
salaries, out of employment and upon 
the charity of a cold, selfish world. 


THE Czar of Russia is plaintiff in a 


case in New York, where he seeks to 
obtain damages for injuries sustained 
by the Russian war ship Dimitri Do- 
reski in collision with a -tug in New 
York harbor during the celebration of 
the Christopher Columbus anniversary. 


Peixoto has ordered an election for 


president of Brazil. This move, it is 
believed, practically ends the rebellion, 
as the election will engage the atten- 
tion of all parties. 


THE Mississippi Legislature has 


elected A. J. MoLanrin to fill the va- 
cancy created by the resignation of 
Senator Walthall. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Ooldbugs Are Fighting the Bland 


Bill. 


WASHINGTON, February 9. —The House 


went into Committee of the Wbole on 
Bland e bill to coin, the seigniorage. 
Bland explained, in a few words, that 
he never agreed, as stated in some of 
the public prints, to the striking out of 
the second section of this bill, which 
provides for the coinage of all bullion 
in the Treasury. Aside from the ques- 
tion of raising revenue, be regarded tbe 
second section as more important than 
the first. "If we are to deal with the 
bullion in the Treasury," he said, " let 
us deal with it as a whole. We have 
already repealed tbe purchasing clause 
of tbe Sherman Act. No more bullion 
will come into the Treasury, why 
should we not coin what is there f To 
coin only the seigniorage (fifty-five mil- 
lion) would be tantamounfc-to declar- 
ing that the rest should remain there 
as worthless. It should be dedicated 
•to monetary use. 


" As far as I am concerned, I will 


never consent to stop half way." 


"What advantage," asked Coombb, 


" would accrue from the coinage of this 
bullion, when no one wants it ?" 


" The people want every dollar they 


can get," replied Bland. "The diffi- 
culty is there is not money enough in 
circulation." 


" Is it the intention, after this bill 


goes into effect," inquired Tracey, " to 
redeem silver certificates in gold ?" 


"Do you understand that silver cer- 


tificates are redeemable in gold ?" asked 
Bland in turn. 


"I do." 
"Well," replied Bland, "the Seore- 


tiry of the Treasury never so held. 
The Secretary of the Treasury main- 
tained that all that was necessary to 
keep all classes of currency at par, was 
to keep greenbacks at par. They are 
gold obligations and therefore inter- 
convertible, and while silver certificates 
have not been redeemed in gold, green- 
backs have not been refused for them. 
This keeps all our currency at par. I 
am now speaking from the point of the 
gold monometallism" 


He declared that it was only nec- 


essary to keep enough gold in the 
Treasury to meet foreign exchange. 
Under the Sherman law, he insisted, 
every dollar in Treasury notes out- 
standing was redeemable in 
silver, 


" and if I were Secretary of the Treas- 
ury I should so hold," he added em- 
phatically. "I would not use my dis- 
cretion in the interests of the gold 
gamblers of this country." • 


" This bill, however," he continued, 


"does not go as far as the Sherman 
law in this respect. It only provides 
for having them redeemed in gold or 
otherwise. 
These notes shall not be 


reissued, but be destroyed and coin 
take their place. 
In other words, 


holders will no longer be able to force 
their redemption again and again in 
gold." 


C. W. Stone (Republican) at the 


head of the > minority of the Commit- 
tee on Coinage, replied to Bland. 
He agreed, he said, with Bland that if 
the first secton of the bill were passed 
the second section should be. " If we 
are prepared to agree to the practical 
embezzlement of a trust fund in the 
first section, we should not hesitate at 
an irregularity contained in the second 
section. He contended there was no 
existing seigniorage. That was purely 
imaginary as yet. Seigniorage," he 
said, " was the profit arising to the gov- 
ernment out of the coinage of bullion, 
but the bullion not having been coined 
there was no seigniorage. There might 
be in time, but there wasnotnow."

FRESNO, Cal., February 
9.—News 


reached here last night that the officers 
in pursuit of Evans a.1! 1 Morrell sur- 
prised the bandit? at tueir camp. The 
officers opened Cra at short range, but 
the fugitives jjcaped through the cbap- 
parel unscathed. The officers engaged 
in the pnisuit were William Henry, 
L. P. Timmons and two men from 
Moore & Smith's mill. Their trail was 
discovered far from the road in the 
mountains back of Moore & Smith's 
mill. This trail was followed, which 
led to a wild gorge filled with masses 
of fallen boulders. It was among these 
that the posse came suddenly upon the 
retreat of the outlaws, a rude cabin 
built of rails and slabs. Evans and 
Morrell were in their shirt sleeves 
cooking the evening meal. Pursued 
and pursuers caught sight of each 
other simultaneously. 
The bandits 


fled through the thicket, dodging be- 
hind rocks and trees, leaving every- 
thing behind. The officers opened fire, 
shooting three shots after the Seeing 
fugitives at short range, but it was 
almost dark and the bullets went wide 
of the mark. As soon as the event be- 
came known there was much activity 
among those engaged in pursuing the 
bandits and the hills were scoured all 
night through the blinding storm. 
Evans left his artificial arm behind 
and the men are fleeing half-clad and 
bard-pressed.

X>e*ciple of John Sherman'* "Bi- 


metallism" Air* Ills Theories. 


A writer in an evening paper signing 


himself " Wilcox " endeavors to explain 
why the Republican party has always 
fought tooth and toe nail against silver 
by declaring that " it is not the Repub- 
lican party that fails, it is the people 
of the United States," and goes on with 
a lot of rot that "when the sentiment 
of the country favors free coinage" 
then the Republican party will enact 
such a law. 


The article was doubtless inspired 


by a recent perusal of Senator John 
Sherman's speech in the Senate' a few 
months ago which contains the same 
twaddle. 
In that speech Senator 


Sherman said, " We are all bimetallists; 
but there are many kinds of bimetal- 
lists." The Republican party's attitude 
has been exactly in accord with John 
Sherman's " bimetallism," and the only 
fault with the people is that they are 
just finding out how the Republican 
party has all along lied to them. That 
particular part of its platforms which 
is by courtesy called the "silver plank" 
has each election in the west and south 
been loudly affirmed to mean free coin- 
age, and in the east as noisily declared 
to be a committal to the gold standard. 


It needs no extended study to ap- 


preciate the fact that the eastern gold- 
bugs have had the'beneflt of the under- 
standing. 
The people are, however, 


getting their eyes open, and the true 
silver men now who are gullible enough 
to believe that a party to which is owed 
all the adverse silver legislation on the 
statute books, and all of whose states- 
men are avowed goldbngs, will restore 
free coinage are few and far between. 


It is the contention of all the silver 


statesmen that a majority of the peo- 
ple are in favor of free coinage and if 
they stand together they can accom- 
plish their desire. But the goldbugs 
have been too shrewd for the masses 
and by cunningly worded platforms 
which read two ways and sham battles 
over the tariff the people are kept di- 
vided and waste their energies fighting 
each other when they should be sharp- 
ening their weapons against the com- 
mon enemy.

Express Messenger Page Compelled t 


Band Over Paymaster Mills' Tin Bo 
by a X.one Train Kobber. 


The V. & T. passenger train was belt 


up last, evening by a lone train 
robber about three quarters of 
mile this side of Carson City, and 
Paymaster George T. Mills' tin box se- 
cured. It is supposed to have con 
tained about $7,000. The particulars o 
the robbery are as follows: 


The pasaeiiger train left Carson on 


time, in the midst of a driving snow 
storm. Paymaster Mills, Conductor 
Joe McCormack, Prof. R. D. Jackson o: 
the State University and one or two 
others were sitting in the smoking car 
talking. About ten minutes after the 
train pulled out it slowed up and came 
to a full stop-. Brakeman Harvey De 
Hart went forward, but almost imme 
diately returned and said to Conductor 
McCormack, " I think we are held up.' 
The latter and Mr. Mills then went in- 
to the express car, where was Express 
Messenger John F. Page. 


THE BOBBERY. 


A robbeiy had been committed, sure 


enough. Messenger Page stated that a 
few minutes before, while the train was 
running as usual, he was in the forward 
part of the car fixing a tag on a box of 
express matter. Suddenly the door in 
front of him was burst in by a terrific 
blow which whirled it open so suddenly 
that it bruised his hand upon the box 
he was tagging. At the same moment 
a man appeared on the threshhold 
armed with a shot gun, with which he 
covered the messenger, ordering him 
at the same time to hand over Paymas- 
ter Mills' tin box. There was nothing 
for the messenger to do but comply. 
The robber then ordered him to ring 
the bell and stop the train, which he 
was likewise forced to do. When the 
train had slackened sufficiently, the 
robber jumped off and disappeared in 
the storm. 


THE TRAIN OBDEBED BACK TO CARSON. 


Paymaster Mills at once ordered the 


train to return to Carson, but the delay 
of ten minutes or more had given the 
highwayman a splendid start. 


On arriving at Carson Mr. Mills re- 


mained over to organize a posse and 
bunt the robber, while the train con- 
tinued on to Keno. 


It was stated by the passengers that 


the footprints of the highwayman in 
the suow where he ran down the track 
into Carson could be plainly seen, but 
after reaching the city they became 
lost in those made by other persons. 


Ct is quite certain that he reached the 
city before the train. 


THE BOBBER DISGUISED. 


Messenger Page stated that the rob- 


aer wore heavy false whiskers and false 
mustache, and that he noted the color 
of his eyes, his height and general ap- 
pearance and thinks he would be able 
;o identify him. He, however, refused 
;o divulge the man's description, as it 
might hinder his capture. 


The exact amount of money secured 


s not known, but a passenger on the 
rain stated that he overheard Mr. Mills 
ell Conductor McCormaok that the 
x>x contained about $7,000. The money 
was to have been used in paying the 
salaries of employes on the V. & T. and 
3. & O. railroads, beginning at this end 
;o-day. 


BELIEVED HE HAD CONPEDEBATES. 


It is believed that the robber could 


not possibly have carried the box of 
money back to Carson with him and 
made such good time as he did. In 
ibis case he must have either secreted 
t or have had confederates who as- 
sisted him in his escape. 


He was undoubtedly upon the train 


when it pulled out Of Carson or sprang 
on before it had gone very far. The 
night was so stormy that if he stood 
between the cars there was little dan- 
ger of his being observed. Some are 
of the opinion that he was upon the 
top of the car when the train left Car- 
son and afterwards climbed down, bnt 
this is not probable. At any rate, the 
stormy night was in his favor, both to 
aid him in accomplishing the deed and 
to obliterate all tell-tale marks of bis 


flight.

last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent from 
the llth to the 15th and 17th to 21st 
The next will reach the Pacific coas' 
about the 
22d, cross the 
western 


mountains by the close of the 23d, the 
Great Central valleys from the 24th to 
26th and the Eastern States about the 
27th. 


This disturbance will pass through 


the central portions of -the Dnitec 
States and an average rainfall or snow 
may be expected over a large part o: 
the country. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 23d, the Qrea 
Central valleys about the 24th, and the 
Eastern States about the 26th. The 
cool wave will cross the Western 
mountains about the 26th, the Qreal 
Central valleys about the 27th and the 
Eastern States about March 1st. 


March will have great extremes ol 


weather, immense rains and snows, and 
altogether 
the greatest variety ol 


weather, the greatest extremes that 
have occurred in March for years 
This condition will continue till about 
the 7th of April, after which dry cold 
weather will continue to the end of the 
month. 


The weather looks bad for spring 


farming and while nine times out of 
ten early planting is best this year 
appears to be the exception and, in the 
northern corn belt planting in May 
will be more successful than earlier 
planting. 


These difficulties, however will prob- 


ably be remedied, to some extent, by 
favorable weather later in the season 
and late frosts in the Fall. 


Killing April frosts are threatened 


in Southern latitudes where April 
frosts sometimes occur. Fair crops 
are expected for 1894. Eainy years 
seldom cause crop failures. Those 
who desire more particulars may en- 
close stamped and addressed envelope. 


CLOUDS. 


There are really no distinct divisions 


of clouds and class them as we may, 
one class so gradually merges into the 
bwo nearest in appearance that it is 
quite difficult to distinguish where one 
stops and another begins. 


Meteorologists have divided clouds 


into five general classes: stratus, cirrus, 
cumulus, cirro-cumulus and nimbus. 
The stratus is the bed or covering 
cloud, which, at all seasons, but more 
especially in Autumn, appears near 
sunset and rests all night, till sunrise 
in the morning, along the edge of the 
aorizon. 
These clouds seem to be 


'armed from a kind of mist or fog 
,hrown up by the earth, or that has 
settled down from the dissolved cum- 
ulus, is positively electrified and but 
ittle dew falls when they prevail. 
They are whitish gray, and must be 
distinguished from what are sometimes 
sallad cirro-stratus. 
The1 latter are of 


ead color and heavy dews fall when 
;hey prevail. Stratus clouds indicate 
rain and no dew while the cirro-stratus, 


nging to the same class, indicate 


leavy dews and no rain. 


THE CIRRUS 


!s a curled cloud with recurved tufts 
r wisps. It is the highest of all clouds 


and is either the outflow over the up- 
leaving column of a low barometer, or 
•emnant or skeleton of an exhausted 
storm center. They ganerally precede 
rains and when they enlarge and be- 
,ome dense they indicate copious rains. 
When their edges ars sharply defined 
upon an intense deep blue sky they in- 
dicate heavy thunder storms. 


THE CUMULUS CLOUDS 


Are readily distinguished by their 
heaped or piled appearance which is 
he meaning of the word cumulus. 
When detached cumulus clouds gather 
iogether they form what are called 
itacken clouds, which is the transition 
state between the cumulus and the 
nimbus. The stacken cloud rapidly 
passes into the nimbus. When stack- 
en clouds become capped with a hood 
loud, like mountains often appear, or 
when the cirrus above them enlarges 
and increases in density, then heavy 
terms are near at hand. 


THE CLRBO-CUMtrLUS CLOUD 


a intermediate between the cirrus and 
umulus. The sky, when flecked with 
irro-cumulus clouds baa received the 
ommon appelation "mackerel-backed." 
They always indicate -that an electric 
hange ia going on and the near ap- 


proach of a low barometer and a rise in 
temperature. In winter they indicate 
the breaking up of frosts and the com- 
ing on of rainy weather. The nimbus 
is the storm or rain cloud and the last 
stage of cloud formation. It passes 
away by dissolving into rain. It is in- 
tensely electric in consequence of 
which it has an orange hue in day time 
and at night is more or less luminous. 


No rain ever falls and none need be 


apprehended when a gray sky prevails, 
but the deeper the serenity and the 
more intensely blue the sky is, the 
more certain it is that copious rains 
will soon fall. 


When the margin of th« cloudjs 


sharply defined upon the skj the invo- 
lutions and convolutions of cloud upon 
cloud, equally well defined, and the 
clouds appear smooth as though com- 
posed of ice, they furnish unmistak- 
able warnings of storms of great 
energy. 


DARK CLOUDS 


Are sometimes called wind clouds. 
They are dark because heavily charged 
with electricity and thus being heavily 
charged is the cause of strong winds 
being connected with them, for elec- 
tricity is the cause of all regular wind 
currents. 
s 


Heat will evaporate water and cold 


will condense the transparent vapors 
into clouds, but these are not the prin- 
cipal causes. The principal cause of 
evaporation and cloud formation is 
electrical. The electric currents com- 
ing down through the ten great perma- 
nent high barometers, one of which 
covers each of the five great oceans 
south.and another north of the equa- 
tor, evaporate the ocean waters and 
carry the moisture into the low barom- 
eters of the continents. Hei-e the elec- 
tric currents rise to such great heights 
that the vapors are dropped and con> 
tinue to fall back till the atmosphere 
will no longer hold them and then 
rain results.
